-flocked to the rebel side when the

Icou ld be drawn between the Viet­ 
nam conflict and the American Rev ­ 
olu tion— ju st as parallels cou ld be 
drawn between either war and any 
pother war that was ev er fou g ht.

Unfortu nately for those who 
;seem to take some sort of masochis­ 
tic delig ht in the contemplation of 
-American v illainy , the comparison 
2of the Vietnam war with the War for 
I Independence fails in ev ery essen­ 
tia l point. 
: 
In the first place, the Vietnamese 
tare not the descendants of Ameri- 
-cans who discov ered and pioneered 


Vietnam. The Vietnamese had not 
been considered su bjects of the 
United States for 150 y ears prior to 
the rebellion, nor had they so consid­ 
ered themselv es. They had nev er 
been ru led by g ov ernors appointed 
in Washing ton. 
The United States had not 
fou g ht sev eral wars in the past cen­ 
tu ry and a half ag ainst a riv al power 
to secu re its colonies on the Asian 
mainland. It had nev er sou g ht to im­ 
pose tax es on Vietnam or reg u late 
its commerce and indu stry . It does 
not seek to do so now. 
To look at the other side of the 
comparison, the American colonies 
were not div ided into two separate 
cou ntries, with the g ov ernment in 
the north attempting to take ov er, by 
force, the g ov ernment in the sou th. 
Great Britain did not recog nize 
the sou th as a sov ereig n nation nor 
hav e a treaty relationship with it. 
British troops were not sent to 
America to aid the sou thern Ameri­ 
cans to su ppress su bv ersion and in­ 
v asion. 
As for Laos-Yorktown, an Amer­ 
ican army did not participate, mu ch 
less su rrender, in Laos. Withdrawal 
of American troops from Vietnam 
beg an long before Laos, not after it. 
The thing cou ld be carried on to 
ridicu lou s leng ths. 


Su ffice it to say that those who 
perceiv e Ho Chi Minh to hav e been 
the Georg e Washing ton of Vietnam 
wou ld be hard pu t to come u p with 
modern equ iv alents of Lafay ette, 
Von Steu ben, Kosciu sko and Pu la­ 
ski, international lov ers of liberty 
who fou g ht along side Washing ton; 
or North Vietnamese equ iv alents of 
Thomas Jefferson, John Adams or 
Patrick Henry , or any thing remote­ 
ly resembling the Declaration of In­ 
dependence.

Big -name Democratic personalities 
hav e not been scared by the possibil­ 
ity that identification with Ev ers 
mig ht lose them conserv ativ e and 
ev en m oderate white Sou thern 
.v otes. Nor does it appear to hav e 
‘.been a handicap that Ev ers con­ 
fessed in his au tobiog raphy to hav ­ 
ing been a pimp and v ariou s other 
u nsav ory thing s in his y ou th. 


Sens. Edward Kennedy and 
Hu bert Hu mphrey are the honorary 
; leaders of Ev ers’ campaig n. Sen. 
Edmu nd Mu skie has personally 
; raised $2,000 for Ev ers, ev en thou g h 
his own Presidential campaig n is 
; pressed for cash and he was not 
; 2 asked along with his riv als Kennedy 
• ;and Hu mphrey to head the cam­ 
paig n. A Mu skie adv iser, Lester Hy - 
;m an, g av e a fu nd-raising party for 
Ev ers in Washing ton that raised 
/•some $5,000. Sen. Birch Bay h came 
*to the party and made a donation. 
Yet su ch is the disorg anized and 
div ided natu re of black politics these 
:day s that not a sing le one of the 13 
black Democratic Cong ressmen 
came to the Ev ers affair, althou g h 
all of them had been inv ited. 
The black cong ressmen hav e 


formed themselv es into the “Black 
Cau cu s” to pressu re the Nix on ad­ 
ministration on civ il rig hts and to 
try to assert themselv es as the new 
leadership of the “cau se.” The cau ­ 
cu s was su ccessfu l in embarrassing 
President Nix on into an ex chang e in 
which the President predictably 
contended he had done a g reat deal 
for civ il rig hts, and the Cong ress­ 
men, equ ally predictably , contended 
he hadn’t done enou g h. 
The cau cu s obv iou sly has a long 
way to g o, howev er, before it can 
earn the su pport of ojjier black lead­ 
ers. It was a g ratu itou s insu lt to Ev ­ 
ers that not one black cong ressman 
saw fit to rally behind the most im­ 
portant black candidate this y ear at 
a Washing ton fu nction u nder g ood, 
clean sponsorship. Ev ers noticed it 
and was v ery u pset. 
Black Cau cu s members were in­ 
v ited to come as pay ing g u ests; New 
York’s Shirley Chisholm sent a 
check, bu t the other did not ev en re­ 
spond . 
The failu re of the Black Cau cu s to 
participate in ev en a sy mbolic way 
in the Ev ers affair points to the m a­ 
jor weakness of the cau cu s’ newly 
ag g ressiv e approach to domestic is­ 
su es (inclu ding talk of ru nning one 
of its own, Rep. John Cony ers (D- 
Mich.) for President). It doesn’t 
hav e any money to finance its activ i­ 
ties, let alone enou g h to g iv e ou t to 
help friends su ch as Ev ers. 
The cau cu s is try ing to do some­ 
thing abou t that by holding a $100-a- 
plate dinner here Ju ne 18 aimed at 
raising some $200,000 to hire a staff. 
Sev eral other fu nd-raising dinners 
are planned arou nd the cou ntry , 
thou g h it is u nlikely that Charles 
Ev ers will v olu nteer to help with 
su ch a project in Mississippi.

Mia mi Be a c h tha t luc k y ?

WASHINGTON (NEA) - It looks 
pretty likely now that Miami Beach 
will g et the 1972 Democratic conv en­ 
tion to be set in early Ju ly . If that’s 
it, the people in Miami Beach may 
come to wonder why they ev er 
wanted the thing . 
There’s bou nd to be at least a 
minor ex plosion of emotion, thou g h 
the intensity of Chicag o in 1968 
almost certainly won’t be matched.

forecasting 
trou ble looms larg er with the 
passing weeks. Reformers who hav e 


labored hard and earnestly to open 
u p the conv ention deleg ate selection 
process probably imag ine they ’re 
g oing to g et an amazing ly “wide- 
open” conv ention. 


Yet one of the big thing s hap­ 
pening in the name of reform ap­ 
pears to point the other way . So far, 
eig ht new primaries hav e been 
added to the rolls, for a total of 23 
ag ainst 15 in 1968. It mig ht g o to 26 if 
Delaware, Michig an and Lou isiana 
all conv ert present interest into law. 
What does this do for the “wide- 
open” conv ention? 


It means, abov e all, that—on the 
day the conv ention first meets—a 
hig her proportion of the total dele­ 
g ate roster will be leg ally bou nd to 
one candidate or another than ev er 
in U.S. political history . 
Ju st on the basis of present 
primary statu s, 744 deleg ates wou ld 
thu s be bou nd, and another 416 cou ld 
be bou nd u nder certain circu m­ 
stances.

Pity ba c he lor 
in Russia

NEW YORK (N E A )- Pity the 
Ru ssian bachelor. The Kremlin ru l­ 
ers, alarmed by the declining birth 
rate, hav e now decreed that he is an 
“antisocial element” and possibly a 
traitor to the Commu nist cau se. 
The sing le man, to be su re, is not 
y et an ou tcast in all Marx ist-Lenin- 
ist dictatorships. 
_ For instance, the Red Chinese, 
Ru ssia’s neig hbors and enemies, are 
cu rrently cau tioning their y ou ng 
ag ainst ru shing into marriag e u ntil 
they are 25 or 30. 
Bu t China already has a popu la­ 
tion of 7 00 to 800 million and Peking ’s 
problem is to control the birth rate. 
The Ru ssians, who fear Mao Tse- 
tu ng and his “cliqu e of ex pansion­ 
ists,” hav e not y et reached the 250 
million mark. 
You ng Sov iet males are now 
u r g ed by the Kremlin to marry at an 
earlier ag e and produ ce more chil­ 
dren. 
If Moscow’s prestig iou s news­ 
paper Literatu rnay a Gazetta is to be 
believ ed, bachelorhood is harmfu l 
not only to society bu t to the indiv id­ 
u al, “cau sing all sorts of neu roses 
becau se of irreg u lar habits.” 
Also, “part of a person’s wag es is 
intended for the su pport of chil­ 
dren,” 
L iteratu rnay a 
Gazetta 
writes. Bu t the perfidiou s bachelor 
spends that part on himself, “play ­ 
ing arou nd withou t sharing with 
any one.” 
He therefore “simply robs others 
who are married and su pport chil­ 
dren.” 
In addition to the anti-bachelor 
campaig n, there has been a marked 
increase in Ru ssia in stu dies and ar­ 
ticles on sex , lov e and marriag e. 
“Sex hy g iene” is now the party line. 
The scientist Ig or Zabelin ev en 
warned that “lov e as an emotion will 
play a v ery important role in the fu ­ 
tu re in the popu lating of ou ter 
space.” 
Writing in the mag azine Moskv a, 
Zabelin predicted that “when man­ 
kind fu lfills its mission of popu lating 
ou ter space, men and women will be 
sent in spacecraft somewhere for 
many y ears.” 


Therefore, he added, Sov iet sci­ 
entists “ mu st not only deeply 
analy ze lov e as an emotion bu t also 
try to reg u late it properly .” 
Meanwhile, the Kremlin’s edu ca­ 
tors hav e embarked on an ex peri­ 
mental sex prog ram for schoolchil­ 
dren on earth. 
The prog ram appears to follow 
the g eneral lines of similar pro­ 
g rams institu ted y ears ag o in the 
United States and many Western 
school sy stems. 
Ru ssian edu cators ex plain this 
sex edu cation lag by insisting that in 
the Sov iet Union the su bject “lacks 
the u rg ency it has in the capitalist 
cou ntries.” 
Nev ertheless, the Red ru lers are 
increasing ly hau nted by their ear­ 
lier propag anda which endorsed 
“free lov e” in an effort to u ndermine 
the “capitalist family .” 
They hav e discov ered belatedly 
that the “smart set” among y ou ng 
Ru ssians— and in other East Eu ro­ 
pean Commu nist cou ntries— has 
shaken loose from moral conv en­ 
tion , Commu nist or capitalist. 
This is something a totalitarian 
society cannot tolerate. 
Thu s, the belated sex edu cation 
prog ram deals with conditions that 
“cement the family .” It stresses the 
importance “of spiritu al harmony 
and common interests of a happy 
family life.” 
Children now hold classroom dis­ 
cu ssions on “manliness, femininity , 
the g irl’s honor” and related su b­ 
jects. Teachers are ev en permitted 
to talk abou t the consequ ences of 
marital infidelity and of “psy cho­ 
log ical incompatibility ” of the part­ 
ners. 
No wonder. According to recent 
statistics, Ru ssia has the g reatest 
rate of div orce of any major nation. 
There is only one new marriag e for 
ev ery 10div orces. And many women 
who remarry remain childless. 
Bu t it is the poor bachelor who 
has to pay the price for the declining 
birth rate. He is already penalized 
by pay ing a special tax of six per 
cent of income. Now he is castig ated 
as a traitor.

Ex actly 16 of the 20 were decided on 
the first ballot. Two went three 


ballots, one went fou r and one, far 
back in 1940, went six . 
Now this entire bu siness, g reatly 
mag nified by the new primaries, 
points u p a terrible contradiction in 
the arg u ments of “open conv ention” 
deleg ates. At least since the 1960 
nomination of John F. Kennedy , 
they hav e been shou ting “rig g ed!” 
whenev er a larg e proportion of the 
deleg ates seemed committed before 
the first g av el fell. 
Rig g ed? Really ? The chang es for 
1972 mean that millions more v oters 
than ev er before will hav e a hand in 
the nomination decision. The v oters 
inv olv ed will inclu de those in 
possibly nine of the nation’s 10 most 
popu lou s states with the larg est 
conv ention deleg ate totals. 
Is it more democratic to ig nore 
these v oter choices (and ev en those 
made in state conv entions where no 
primaries ex ist), in fav or of dele­ 
g ate decisions rendered 
in the 
frantic, artificial, pressu re-cooker 
atmosphere of a no-sleep national 
conv ention?

Cu t a piece of cord u roy , d en­ 
im or other heav y fabric into a 
piece abou t 18 by 30 inches. 
Stitch ed ges u nd er or cu t with 
pink ing shears. Leav ing the 18- 
inch sid e as the wid th of the fin­ 
ished hold er, fold along the sid e 
u p to 13 inches. Stitch both sid es 
close to the ed ges and then 
stitch pock ets from V to 1-inch 
wide all across the fold ed part, 
lik e a silv erware hold er There 
shou ld be 22 to 24 long slim 
pock ets which will hold many 
long and short k nitting need les. 
At one sid e, sew tape abou t 18 
inches long at two places for 
ties. To u se, fold top flap d own 
ov er tops of need les, roll toward 
sid e with ties. Wrap two ties 
arou nd entire roll and mak e a 
bow. 
Mak e the smaller roll the 
same way by u sing cloth abou t 7 
by 18 inches, fold long sid e u p 7 
inches and stitch ed ges lik e the 
other one. Stitch in only 3 or 4 
pock ets and u se ties abou t 14 
inches long — MRS.

Congress may 
speed up troop 
reductions 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Pentagon’s schedu le to redu ce 
U.S. arm ed strength to pre-Ko­ 
rean War lev els m ay be forced 
ahead a y ear by Congress. 
It will depend on whether the 
Hou se and Senate appropriate a 
$2.7 billion a y ear m ilitary pay 
raise, nearly three times the 
Nix on adm inistration’s $1 bil­ 
lion requ est. 
So far, the two cham bers 
hav e approv ed differing legisla­ 
tion au thorizing a serv ice pay 
hike of that size. Bu t when all 
details are com prom ised, the 
figu re is ex pected to remain 
close to $2.7 billion. 
The qu estion is whether Con­ 
gress wil requ ire the Pentagon 
to absorb the ex tra $1.7 billion 
or whether it will prov ide the 
additional cash. 
Depu ty Secretary of Defense 
Dav id Packard has said “if we 
had to accom m odate su ch an 
increase within a fix ed spend­ 
ing total, it wou ld hav e an ex ­ 
trem ely seriou s im pact u pon 
ou r national secu rity .” 
M ilitary officials say they 
wou ld hav e to order m ajor base 
redu ctions, a 6 per cent cu t in 
defense contracts planned for 
the coming y ear, and deferral 
of su ch program s as improv ed 
hou sing for serv icem en and 
their families. 
Officials said they also wou ld 
hav e to slash m ilitary manpow­ 
er by abou t 37 4,(MX) du ring the 
coming y ear, or 180,000 more 
than now planned.

shrink 
troop 
strength to abou t 2.3 million by 


mid-19 7 2 rath er than a y ear lat­ 
er, as now contem plated, and 
redu ce the armed forces to 
their fewest men since the Ju ne 
19 50 figu re of 1,46 0,000.

Vietnam w ar peaked at 3.5 m il­ 
lion men in mid-19 6 8 . The Nix ­ 
on 
adm inistration’s 
gradu al 
U.S. withdrawal from the war 
has trim m ed the total nu m ber 
of U.S. serv icem en worldwide 
to abou t 8 00,(KM). 
The adm inistration also has 
redu ced the U.S. m ilitary pres­ 
ence in Sou th Korea, the Philip­ 
pines, Japan and elsew here u n­ 
der a policy of minimizing m ili­ 
tary inv olv ement.

United 
States is committed to m ain­ 
taining its Eu ropean garrisons 
at abou t 300,(MX) men, u nless 
NATO and the Warsaw pact na­ 
tions negotiate balanced troop 
cu tbacks on both sides of the 
Iron Cu rtain.

any group in America stands in 
real need of public welfare 
assistance, it’s the 
migrant 


farm workers. 
But their need is not being 


met. In this, as in so many 
other ways, the hapless tran­ 
sients who harvest our fruits 
and vegetables are getting the 
short end of the stick. 
The 
Migrant 
Research 


Project is a non-profit, non­ 
partisan organization which has 
no ax to grind beyond a deep 
concern for the plight of the 
most disadvantaged people in 
America. It has just completed 
a two-year study of living 
conditions among the 250,000 
people who follow the crops. 
It found the average annual 


income of a migrant family is 
$2,201. To earn that much, at 
least two adult members of the 
family must work in the fields. 
Three-fourths of the black 


families 
and 
half 
of 
the 


Mexican-American families in 
the 
migrant 
stream 
have 


annual earnings of less than 


$2,000. 


The study showed there are 


six mouths to feed in the 
typical migrant family. By the 
official calculations of the U.S. 
government, a farm family of 
six is living in poverty if it has 
an income of $4,244 a year. An 


income of $2,021 for a family of 
six clearly amounts to abject 
poverty. 
But we have a great big 


expensive welfare system in 
this country which takes care 
of such poor people, right? 
Wrong 
The present welfare program

the federal government in 1970 
made a great fanfare of waiv­ 
ing residency requirements 
to make it easier for migrant 
families to get food stamps, the 
survey disclosed that the new

Moreover, the erratic income 
pattern of migrant families— 
who may earn a good deal one 
month, and nothing at all for 
the next three months —is not 
taken into account by existing 
regulations.

“ Many of them are former 
Southern Illinois University stu­ 
dents and from reports we get 
some have drifted in from the 
East and West coasts,” said 
Presley, who also operates a

“ Cross of Peace” near Alto 
Pass. 
Presley said the purpose of 


the proposed halfway house 
would be “ to help these kids 
get on their feet and not push 
them off on someone else.” 


Drug Culture Victims 


He said many of the youths 
are victims of the drug culture 
and that reports he has receiv­ 
ed from around rural areas 
near Carbondale say that some 
have resorted to begging for 
food. 
He said he was convinced 
that some “ terrorists” came to 
the area last month in an ef­ 
fort to again shut down the 
Carbondale campus of Southern 
Illinois University but failed 
“ because the good kids wouldn't 
listen to them this time.” 
"I think the good students 
deserve a pat on the back for 
saying ‘no,’” said Presley. He 
said black students were to be 
commended for not joining in 
the May, 1970, disruptions that 
temporarily closed the Carbon­ 
dale campus of SIU.

NEW YORK — (NEA) — A current television com­ 
mercial dep icts Henry Aaron draggin’. The reason, ac­ 
cording to this p aid, lugubrious advertisement, is that 
Henry Aaron ain’t had his Wheaties today . More likely , if 
Henry Aaron is feeling dilap idated on a p articular day it’s 
because he hasn’t consumed his morning glass of Har­ 
vey ’s Bristol Cream sherry . 
Now Henry Aaron will never be confused with, say , Joe 
Namath Namath admittedly ingurgitates whole bottles of 
grog in an evening for p leasure. Aaron sip s a small daily 
p otion of sherry for energy . 
It began, say s the Atlanta Braves outfielder, about 10 
sp rings ago. It was sp ring training, 1961. Aaron in 1960 had 
had a miserable (for him) .292 batting average after 
having led the league in hitting in 1959 with .355. 
“ I was feeling tired in games,” he said. ‘‘It was be­ 
cause I was weak from not having eaten during the day . 
“ Bob Feron was our trainer in Milwaukee and he 
suggested that I drink a small glass of sherry in the morn­ 
ing. He said it would give me an ap p etite. 
“ I have trouble eating during the season. I guess it’s a 
nervous stomach. I sp end a lot of time thinking about the 
game coming up . It takes a great deal of mental effort to 
hit well.” 
He say s that hitting is 90 to 95 p er cent concentration 
and thinking, on and off the field. He is alway s considering 
the ty p e p itches he might see that day . And p erhap s his 
craftiness at the p late is what insp ired p itcher Curt 
Simmons to remark once, “Try ing to sneak a fastball p ast 
Henry is like try ing to sneak the sun p ast a rooster.” 
Now, in the sp ring of 1961, Aaron was worried about his 
emp ty stomach. He tried the ap eritif, and it worked. 
“ I began drinking sherry the morning before day 
games and the afternoon before night games,” he said. 
“And I used to carry a bottle in my traveling bag during 
the season.” 
Henry again began feeling his oats, to mix a cereal 
‘ metap hor, and came back in 1961 with a 327 average.

\t first, he said he was able to get down a little orange 
juice. Soon, his p regame diet ex p anded from liquids. 
“ Now,” he say s, “ I usually have one egg for breakfast. I 
can shove down a p iece of toast and I also manage about 
six p ieces of bacon.” (Periodically , he’ll even have 
Wheat ies.) 


Lately , he has been off the hard stuff. He has a swollen 
knee and each morning he takes a p ill to reduce the p ain 
and the swelling. It is well known that p ills and booze don’t 
mix . “ But when I stop the p ills I’ll go back to my daily 
glass of sherry ,” he said. 
Aaron, smiling, discourages the notion that this daily 
p otion has been the secret of his success. Strangely , his 
success has been a sort of secret until recently . He agrees 
that he has p robably had as much p ublicity in the last y ear 
as he has in his p revious 16 y ears in the big leagues. 
In a nation of p henomenal media coverage of sp orts, 
Aaron has been relatively invisible. The reasons given 
include his having p lay ed in rather small cities—Atlanta 
and Milwaukee, and he is reserved off-duty and fastidious 
on-field. 


“ It wasn’t until I was getting close to 3,000 hits last 
y ear that I started really getting notices,” he said. Now, 
his homers are alway s news as he tries to overtake Babe 
Ruth’s career record of 7 14 homers (he had 606 at the end 
of May and, at age 37 , has a good chance to do it—even 
better than Willie May s, three y ears and only a handful of 
homers ahead <ff Aaron). 
With five more good y ears, Aaron can break such 
records as: most games p lay ed (Ty Cobb had 3,034, Aaron 
is over 2,600), at bats (Cobb had 11,437 , Aaron has over 
10,000), hits (Cobb4,192, Aaron over 3,150), ex tra-base hits 
(Stan Musial 1,37 7 , Aaron over 1,27 0), total bases (Musial 
6,134, Aaron over 5,7 00), runs (Cobb 2,245, Aaron nearly 
1.850) and runs batted in (Ruth 2,217 , Aaron over 1,900). 
“ It took p eop le 16 y ears to find out I was for real,” 
said Aaron. 
Hank’ll drink to that.

Super-house being built for Wilt 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Wilt 
Chamberlain is having a $1 mil­ 
lion house built for himself with 
dimensions befitting a man 7 
feet, 1 *2 inches tall. 
Take the bedroom, for in­ 
stance. It’s 1,000 square feet in 
size. The ceiling is 14 feet high. 
The bed is 8 feet wide, 9 feet 
long and rep oses on a raised 13- 
by -25-foot p latform. 
It’s 
like 
using 
Madison 
Square Garden for a snooze. 
But it’s only p art of the 
dream house the Los Angeles 
Lakers center is having built on 


a three-acre hillside lot in the 
ex clusive Bel-Air section. Near­ 
ing comp letion, it overlooks 
Santa Monica and downtown 
Los Angeles on one side and 
the San Fernando Valley on the 
other. 
Designing it p osed a unique 
headache for architect David 
Rich and interior decorator 
“Corky ” Korkowski, who ad­ 
mits the challenge was “monu­ 
m ental.” 
The p roblem: how do y ou de­ 
sign and furnish a home for so 
massive a man—a home in 


which he won’t feel cramp ed 
but one in which his smaller 
friends and domestic help won’t 
feel dwarfed? 
To start with, guests visiting 
Chamberlain will find one fea­ 
ture in that house that help s re­ 
concile their disp arate sizes— 
the main floor is divided into 
seven levels, each sep arated by 
a small step or two or three or 
four. 
And the living room, billiard 
room, the kitchen and dining 
rooms, the sauna and the bath­ 
rooms, the four-bedroom guest 


suite 
and 
two-bedroom 
ser­ 
vants’ quarters all will be aver­ 
age-sized. 
“That’s the p ublic p art of the 
house,” Rich say s. “Wilt does 
not want his guests to feel lost 
here, like they ’re in a big cave. 
There’s no p lace on the first 
floor where three p eop le can’t 
feel at home in a quiet conver­ 
sation.” 
But 
by all standards the 
house is enormous—nearly 10,- 
000 feet square in size, with 
ceilings a minimum of 9 feet 
high throughout and more than 


20 feet high in most of the cen­ 
tral living area. 
The front door will be a 14 
foot high, 1,500-p ound p iece of 
rosewood. The firep lace will 
tower 45 feet high inside the 
house, 55 feet outside and the 
swimming p ool will be an ear- 
cracking 14 feet deep . 


But save for the second-story 
master bedroom and two adja­ 
cent bathrooms, Chamberlain 
has insisted on average heights 
for the ap p liances, cup boards 
and toilets.

HHH would drop 
trade barriers 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey urged the 
Nixon administration today to 
remove barriers restricting ex­ 
ports of American food grains 
to Red China and Soviet-bloc 
countries. 
“ Let’s be competitive with 
the rest of the world,” Humph­ 
rey said. “ Let’s rid ourselves of 
these self-imposed shackles.” 
Cumbersome administration 
regulations jack up the prices 
of U.S. exports he said, noting 
“ the value of arm exports will 
approximate $7.5 billion this 
year, a new record by a wide 
margin.” 
The 
Minnesota 
Democrat 
made his plea in remarks pre­ 
pared for delivery to the Corn 
Refiners Association. 
The Nixon administration is 
expected to announce Thursday 
new trade policies with Red 
China. For food grains, the pol­ 
icies are expected to be identi­ 
cal with those in effect for the 
Soviet Union. 
But Humphrey urged the ad­ 
ministration to take one further 
step and permit nearly all farm 
commodities to move under 
general license “ requiring no 
application nor administrative 
approval.” 
Under present regulations, he 
noted, 
“ certain 
agricultural 
commodities can be shipped to 
the Soviet bloc under general li­ 
cense. But exports of feed and 
food grains must be accom­ 
panied by a validated license 
which requires administrative 
approval prior to shipment. 
“ The present requirements 
result in undue costs for feed 
and 
other 
disadvantages 
to 
American exporters and to our 
farmers,” he said. “ Another 


disadvantage is the require­ 
ment that 50 per cent of ex­ 
ports of wheat, flour and feed 
grains to the Soviet Union be 
shipped in U.S. vessels.” 
Only commodities in short 
supply should be restricted, he 
said. 
"We must be conscious of ex­ 
ports to the*w§rld markets, be­ 
cause 
America 
can 
over­ 
produce 
for 
its 
domestic 
needs,” he said. “ I feel an ex­ 
port goal of $10 billion over the 
next 
several 
years 
can 
be 
achieved.”

Do you older readers recall 
the childhood rime: 
"Jackie Spratt would eat no 
fat; 
“ His wife would eat no lean, 
“ And so, betwixt the two, 
‘‘They licked the platter 
clean.” 
This seemed 
like 
a 
non­ 
sensical rime, but it actually re­ 
veals a basic sex difference in 
the 
physiology 
of 
men 
vs. 
women. 
For men have a much higher 
proportion of lean muscle, 
which is why they crave a 
higher intake of protein food, 
like lean meat. 
Women, however, are made 
curvacious by 
their 
extra 
amount of fat, which not only 
makes them enjoy fat foods 
more than men do. 
But it also enables them to 
float more easily in the swim­ 


ming pool, since fat is more 
buoyant than muscle tissue. 
Remember, cream floats to 
the top, leaving the protein milk 
underneath! 
Laymen 
also 
discovered 
aspirin some 4(X) years B.C. 
For they found that when they 
made a tea out of willow hark, it 
killed much of their pain. 
That was aspirin! 
South American Indians also 
discovered the value of quinine 
for combating malaria. 
They accidentally found that 
the hark of the cinchona tree 
gave them this valuable drug, 
which we call quinine. 
The American Indians also 
discovered curare, which they 
would place on the tips of darts 
or arrows. 
When a bird or animal was 
shot with such an arrow, in a 
few moments, it would drop 
over, paralyzed by the curare 
We routinely employ curare 
in medicine, as to stop the 
severe muscular actions that 
otherwise occur in electrical 
shock treatment for psychotic 
patients. 
But the natives of India also 
found that the root of the rau- 
wolfia plant was an excellent 
tranquilizer. 


It has become the basis for 
our modern strcrss on tran- 
quilizing drugs. 
And a British herb woman 
gave us digitalis, our best heart 
medicine! 
Coffee, tea, cocoa and other 
stimulating substances have 
also been the heritage of past 
generations. 
Opium, from the poppy, is 
still a great boon to medicine, 
though some of these ancient 
discoveries have been carried 
to extremes and 
thus have 
produced narcotic, tobacco and 
caffeine addicts. 
The milkmaids of England 
found that they didn’t contract 
the terrible scourge of small­ 
pox, which devastated Europe 
in Shakespeare’s time. 
For they often were vac­ 
cinated by “ cow pox” on their 
fingers, if the cow they were 
milking had that kind of sore on 
its udder. 
Th at’s 
how 
Dr. 
Edward 
Jenner derived our 
modern 
method of vaccination against 
smallpox, which has probably 
saved more human lives than 
any other single medical dis­ 
covery of the past or present. 
Louis Pasteur’s investiga­ 
tions of bacteria 
have now 


almost 
eliminated 
typhoid 
fever, tuberculosis, etc., via 
pasteurized milk. 
“ Feed a cold but starve a 
fever” is also an old maxim that 
has some merit, too, for we 
swallow a lot of germs during 
the night when our nose and 
throat are infected. 
So a protein breakfast incites 
a heavy flow of gastric juice, 
which in turn digests those 
germs via its hydrochloric a r i d '

The 145 to 20 vote sent the 
bill to the Senate, where two 
out of three bills dealing with 
minimum wages were killed 
Tuesday. 
Rep. Theodore Meyer, R-Chi­ 
cago, sponsor of the scenic riv­ 
er bill, said it would end any 
exploitation of 12 free-flowing 
streams. 
Planners would look on the 
streams as precious natural re­ 
sources, he said, and try to see 
that any development would 
conform to best use. As an ex­ 
ample of the importance of the 
rivers to people, he said the 
Fox River is only a two-hour 
drive from six million persons. 
Two of the three bills calling 
for a $1.60 minimum wage in 
Illinois were killed in the Sen­ 
ate. Illinois does not have a 
minimum wage law. 
The one remaining bill, near 
passage in the Senate, could be 
voted on this week. Its compan­ 
ion proposals were killed by 
senators Tuesday. 
On the Senate floor a bill was 
voted down by a single vote 
which would have created the 
$1.60 minimum and would have 
extended the coverage of feder­ 
al minimum wage to about 500,- 
000 more workers. 
But the defeated bill, spon­ 
sored by Sen. Esther Sapers- 
tein, D-Chicago, would have 
listed nearly all the exemptions 


granted under the federal act. 
Thousands 
of 
workers 
in 
small businesses, on farms, and 
in restaurants are not under 
the federal minimum wage um­ 
brella. 
The second minimum wage 
proposal met its fate in the 
Senate Labor and Commerce 
Committee. This bill, sponsored 
by Sen. William Harris, R-Pon- 
tiac, carried many of the feder­ 
al exemptions, would have ex­ 
tended coverage to many small 
businesses, 
but 
contained 
a 
three-phased enactment sched­ 
ule. 
The Harris bill, would have 
inched up to the $1.60 mark in 
two years. 
The hope for a state min­ 
imum wage rests on the out­ 
come of a House bill, which is 
broader than the other two. 
The remaining bill is spon­ 
sored by Rep. Thomas Hana- 
han. D-Chicago, a champion of 
labor in the legislature. Hana- 
han’s does not contain the fed­ 
eral exemptions. 
The exemptions include ad­ 
ministrators and professional 
employes, including teachers. 
Farm hands and migrant la­ 
borers, movie theater personnel 
are among a different category 
of exemptions. 
Hanahan 
said

present session is up to Gov. 


Richard Ogilvie, who Hanahan 
said is providing guidance to 
Senate Republicans. 
Hanahan sees the minimum 
wage act as a challenge to 
Ogilvie’s standing with labor. 
The federal minimum for the 
gratuity workers is 80 cents per 
hour, as was the minimum in 
the defeated bills. 
Saperstein said Illinois has 
the 
“ dubious 
distinction 
of 
being one of 10 states which 
have turned a deaf ear to the 
needs of that segment of our 
citizens who are denied the 
minimum wage protection of 
the federal government.” 
In other action, the Senate 
turned back two attempts to 
wrest from the committee bills 
dealing with campus unrest and 
public officials who hold more 
than one government job. 
Sen. Jack Knuepfer, R-Elm- 
hurst, was defeated by Demo­ 
crats on a motion to remove 
from the executive committee a 
bill to prohibit double job hold­ 
ing across different levels of 
government—state and city, for 
instance. 
The measure enraged Demo­ 
crats who did not like Republi­ 
cans’ charges including a pub­ 
lished one saying that 26 Senate 
Democrats hold jobs in Cook 
County and Chicago City gov­ 
ernment. 
Sen G. William Horsley, R— 


Springfield, was unsuccessful in 
getting approval of his bills to 
put curbs on college disruption. 
His motion to discharge the bill 
which would give college ad­ 
ministrators power to remove 
potentially disruptive persons 
from the campus was defeated. 
The

gave 
over­ 
whelming endorsement 
to a 
resolution which asks congress 
to 
adopt 
legislation 
which 
would let federal government 
assume 
the 
states’ 
welfare 
costs. 
Meanwhile, in the House, a 
measure was approved to em­ 
power the Illinois attorney gen­ 
eral to empanel a statewide 
grand jury to investigate orga­ 
nized crime. The measure now 
goes to the Senate where a 
fight is expected from those 
who say it would weaken the 
powers of states’ attorneys and 
would be abused politically. 
The House also voted to limit 
the home rule powers of cities 
over 25,000 population and of 
counties with elected chief offi­ 
cials, the same units of local 
government to which the new 
Illinois 
Constitutional 
gave 
these powers. 
Sponsored 
by 
Rep. 
Brian 
Duff, R-Wilmette, the bill re­ 
stricts home rule power by fix­ 
ing present regulatory powers 
in the department of registra­ 
tion and education where they
